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‘Night of terror’ 
knifeman Jailed

A POSTMAN who went on a 
terrifying stabbing rampage 
while high on drink and drugs 
has been jailed for 10 years. 

Phillip Gregory 34, brutally stabb¬ 
ed three people in one night of 
terror in Ely 

On the night, October 19 last year, the 
Royal Mail worker, who had been taking 
prescription drugs, got drunk. Just hours 
before the stabbings, Gregory had shown his 
friends the 4in knife he had on him while 
drinking in one of the city’s pubs. 

Gregory’s first victim was Ely resident Scott 
Renachowski, who was walking across the 
Market Square when the blade was plunged 
into his neck. He was left with a wound 10cm 
deep, and a gash to the abdomen. 

Michael Magee, prosecuting, said: “This 
man couldn’t return to work as a bar super¬ 
visor until two months after surgery, and that 
was part time. It took him four months to 
return full time. The attack has had a severe 
impact on him and his confidence.” 

Gregory, who lived in Broad Street, then 
went on to attack another resident, Karen 
Downham-Armstrong, in Broad Street. He 
held her in a head lock and stabbed her three 
times. 

Mr Magee said: “She thought he was going 
to kill her and if it wasn’t for her being held in 
the head lock, her wounds would have been 
much more serious.

The current record is 653,143 
nationwide. 

Around 100 people, including

The same applies for all 
people living in East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire, the Weekly News 
can reveal. 

East Cambridgeshire Dist¬ 
rict Council (ECDC) has heard 
that its Government Revenue 
Grant for 2010/11 is as low as 
the authority had feared. 

The council has received an 
increase of just 1.1 per cent. 

Fred Brown, authority lead¬ 
er, has described the small 
grant increase as a “cruel blow 
on the district”. 

He warned that a council 
tax hike would be inevitable. 

Cllr Brown said: “The piti¬ 
fully small grant increase we 
have received this year was 
not unexpected but it is still a 
cruel blow on the district. 

“Sadly it is what we have 
come to expect from a Gov¬ 
ernment which does not 


planting ceremony. 

Peter Campbell-McBride, 
treasurer of the Soham Guides 
and Scouts Fund, said: “It was a 
brilliant morning with a pleasing 
amount of community support. 

“We recorded what we did and 
we now need to send them off to 
help beat the world record.” 

But Soham Guides and Scouts 
also planted the trees to thank 
the local community for the 
support they have received. 

Hundreds of local Guides and 
Scouts will soon benefit from a 
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understand what life is really 
like outside their Westminster 
bubble. 

“They do not comprehend 
the pressures that we face at a 
local level as our income falls 
and more and more people 
need our services as the rec¬ 
ession continues to bite.”

As reported in recent weeks, 
Ely could lose its Croylands 
building and Larkfield Centre, 
both of which care for people 
with mental health issues and 


new headquarters in the town. 

Already, the group and local 
businesses have raised more 
than £250,000 to help build the 
new hut, but around £100,000 is 
still needed. 

After planning permission was 
secured earlier this year, the 
building contract has now been 
awarded to Soham firm CJ 
Murfitts. It is hoped building work 
will start next year.

learning disabilities. 

A lack of cash at both the 
district council and Cam¬ 
bridgeshire County Council 
could also see the Green Box 
facility, based at Witchford 
Village College, moved out of 
the area. The centre caters for 
children who are, for medical 
reasons, unable to access 
learning at a mainstream 
school. 

Cllr Brown said: “Despite 
the significant efficiency sav¬ 
ings the council has made in 
recent years, next year’s bud¬ 
get, as we have long predicted, 
is going to be very tough 

“As we work through the 
implications of this grant, we 
are going to have to look 
seriously at how the authority 
operates and consider the 
services we offer. 

“Ultimately it is the council 
tax payer that may have to 
pick up some of the bill for the 
Government’s failure to fund 
local government properly.” 


Big jump in 
visitors to 
fen reserve 

IT is celebrations all round at 
Wicken Fen Nature Reserve. 

The reserve has reported a 
record breaking year with visitor 
numbers up 36 per cent on the 
previous year. 

The National Trust reserve 
welcomed 35,846 visitors during 
the summer season, from March 
to September. 

The reserve’s learning team 
was also kept busy, hosting 3,317 
school children on educational 
visits linked to the national 
curriculum - an increase of 44 
per cent on 2008. 

Almost 80 per cent of visitors 
rated their visit “very enjoyable”, 
placing Wicken Fen joint top for 
National Trust properties in the 
East of England. 

It also came 22nd in the over¬ 
all league of 177 trust properties 
nationwide. 

Chris Soans, Wicken Fen prop¬ 
erty manager, said: “The record 
breaking visitor numbers and 
satisfaction scores are a fantastic 
result and are a reflection of the 
hard work and dedication shown 
by Wicken’s team of staff and 
volunteers. 

“We try to put the visitor first 
in everything we do to ensure 
they have a fantastic day out. 

“We held organised activities, 
boat trips or self guided trails 
every day throughout the sum¬ 
mer holiday period and intro¬ 
duced the new sport of stand-up 
paddleboarding, which proved 
to be extremely popular. 

“The new Dragonfly Centre 
which opened in fuly also 
attracted lots of interest.” 

Preparations are already in 
hand for 2010 with new activities 
such as stand-up paddleboard¬ 
ing safaris and the opening of a 
new butterfly trail planned for 
next spring. 

It will also see the introduct¬ 
ion of geocaching, a worldwide 
game of hiding and seeking 
treasure with people placing a 
“geocache” anywhere in the 
world, pinpointing its location 
using GPS technology and then 
sharing it existence and location 
online.

A ‘cruel blow’ 
for taxpayers

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Disabled fishing 
bid for pits spot 

A BEAUTY spot in Ely could soon boast a 
range of disabled leisure facilities, the Weekly 
News can reveal. 

Businessman Jeremy Tyrrell has applied 
for planning permission to make Roswell 
Pits more disabled friendly 

East Cambridgeshire District Council has 
received plans for disabled leisure facilities 
to be built on the site, including fishing 
stages. The proposals also include building 
disabled toilets, emergency access and a 
parking area. 

Mr Tyrrell, who runs Jalsea Marine Ser¬ 
vices Ltd, has submitted the plans in 
conjunction with Keith Slater, a disabled 
rights campaigner from Bury St Edmunds. 

Mr Tyrrell was unavailable for comment 
but Mr Slater said: “These plans have been in 
the pipeline for a number of years. 

“Ely is desperate for more disabled facil¬ 
ities and we think Roswell Pits would make a 
great place. 

“I am aware that the pits are a contro¬ 
versial place but I am keeping well away 
from that.” 

The pits were designated a Site of Special 
Scientific Interest last year as it is believed to 
be the home of two male bitterns, as well as 
other important bird species. 

But Mr Tyrrell is facing a fine of up to 
£20,000 after failing to remove unauthorised 
building work from the beauty spot. 

The landowner has been served with a 
court summons for defying an enforcement 
notice issued last year. 

The district council had ordered him to 
remove cabling, pipework, concrete slabs 
and hardcore from the site by October 1, as 
they had been installed without planning 
permission. 

An appeal against the notice was 
dismissed by a planning inspector earlier 
this year, but the deadline for the remedial 
work was breached. 

Planning chiefs will decide what extra 
steps to take later this month. 

A district council spokesman confirmed 
the planning application would not stop the 
court action currently being taken. 

He said: “This application is currently 
going through the normal planning con¬ 
sultation process. 

“I can confirm this application does not 
stop the court action which is currently 
being taken regarding the failure to comply 
with an enforcement notice.”

The multi-award¬ 
winning stars have been 
shooting scenes for a new 
blockbuster at Ely 
Cathedral. 

It is thought they arrived 
late last week and were 
filming over the weekend. 

As revealed in the 
Weekly News, filming for 
The King’s Speech, which 
is due to be released next 
year, has been going on at 
the cathedral. 

Cathedral staff had 
hoped to keep the action 
quiet in a bid to keep the 
paparazzi at bay, but 
information was leaked 
about a fortnight in 
advance. 

The film tells the story 
of the relationship between 
King George VI, plagued by 
a nervous stammer, and 
the irreverent Australian 
speech therapist who 
helped him. 

It is based on the true 
story of the present 
Queen’s father and his 
friendship with speech 
therapist Lionel Logue.

Queue ‘chaos’ at P.0, 
sparks call for action 


DISGRUNTLED customers 
are demanding a better 
service at Ely’s post office. 

Residents using the city’s only 
post office on the High Street are 
facing queues of up to 30 minutes 
each time they visit. 

And with the run-up to Christ¬ 
mas expected to become even 
more chaotic, they say more count¬ 
er staff should be brought in to 
cope with the queues. 

Some customers are even worr¬ 
ied that the festive parcels they are 
sending out via the post office will 
not make it in time for the big day. 

Yvonne Wilkinson, of Ely’s Bart¬ 
on Road, told the Weekly News : “No 
matter what time of day you go 
there at the moment, the queues 
are long. 

“It has always been a busy post 
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office but with people sending 
Christmas cards and presents off, 
on top of their usual things, it is 
more chaotic than ever. 

“The other morning I went there 
and walked away again as the 
queue was out the door. 

“But when I came back later on it 
was just as bad - I ended up 
queuing for a good 25 minutes.” 

Another frustrated customer, 
Vince Butler, of Cambridge Road, 
said Royal Mail should put more 
staff behind the counters to cope 
with the “mad Christmas rush”. 

Speaking outside the post office 
this week, he added: “I feel sorry 
for the staff more than anyone else 
as the queues just do not die down. 


“They are literally working flat 
out and the people queuing end up 
getting irate with them as they are 
waiting for so long. 

“I just hope the parcels I am 
sending end up leaving the office 
as there is so much for them to deal 
with right now.” 

Egremont Street resident, Sher- 
ine Conyers, said: “The queues are 
so big they put people off going in 
there but we have to. 

“They need more staff on over 
Christmas as it is just manic right 
now.” 

Since the closure of numerous 
post offices in the area, the High 
Street office has been hit with 
“extra custom”, according to staff. 

A Royal Mail Group spokes¬ 
woman said: “We have had a 
couple of people absent from the 


branch due to illness recently 
which may have caused some short 
term issues. 

“There are no vacancies at the 
branch and every effort is being 
made to ensure that customers are 
being served as quickly as possible. 

“We apologise to any customers 
who have experienced delays at Ely 
Post Office during this busy time of 
year.”

“The incident happ¬ 
ened just a short dist¬ 
ance from her house 
which has made her 
feel totally unsafe in 
her own home. She is 
also seeking counsell¬ 
ing and cannot go out 
in the dark alone.” 

Gregory’s third 
victim was Sean Baker, 
who tried to help Mrs 
Downham-Armstrong in the street. He 
received a 15cm deep cut in his abdomen. 
After extensive surgery, Mr Baker suffered 
from “profound effects” from the stabbings 
and emigrated with his partner, Mr Magee 
added. 

Gregory, previously of good character, was 
found guilty of three counts of wounding 
with intent by Cambridge Crown Court in 
September. He denied intent. 

At a sentencing hearing last week, Paul 
Phillips, mitigating, said: “Mr Gregory is 
extremely remorseful and he has an insight 
into what effects this incident has had on his 
victims, as well as his own family. 

“He is a hard-working and well respected 
man in the local community.” 

Judge Jonathan Haworth sentenced 
Gregory to 10 years, of which he must serve 
half. Once released, he will be under strict 
supervision. 

Judge Haworth said: “These stabbings 
occurred on a night which was nothing but a 
night of terror in Ely. You were drunk but not 
so drunk that you were not in control of 
yourself and you went out armed with a 
knife. 

“This has had a significant effect on these 
victims’ lives and every one of them does not 
feel safe in their own city now, so much so 
that one of them has left the country.”

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BROKEN paving slabs are making 
a popular Ely shopping spot a 
safety hazard, pedestrians have 
warned. 

People have reported they are tripping 
up and have to keep a closer eye on where 
they walk when strolling through The 
Cloisters, just off the city’s Market Place. 

Numerous shoppers have contacted the 
Weekly News about the “neglected” area, 
which is home to a variety of shops, in¬ 
cluding Wilkinsons andWaitrose. 

In particular, a damaged paved area just 
outside fashion store Peacocks and cafe 
Carringtons is causing concern. 

Rita Meadows, 67, of Cambridge Road, 
said: “Something needs to be done. 

“Outside Peacocks there is a corner 
where the paving slabs are all cracked and 
uprooted. I have tripped up there on at 
least two occasions so I am sure others 
must have. 

“This is a popular shopping area in Ely 
so should be in tip-top condition. Cracked 
slabs are making it look quite neglected 
and unsafe for people shopping there.” 

Another concerned shopper, Pam 
Hazelwood, of Back Hill, said: 
“Pedestrians do need to watch when 
walking through The Cloisters. 

“There are quite a few hazardous spots 
where slabs are cracked and sticking up, 
making it easy for people to trip. 

“Outside Peacocks and near the library 
is a particularly bad area. These broken 
slabs should surely be cleared away and 
replaced as soon as they are damaged?” 

A waitress at Carringtons, who did not 
want to be named, confirmed customers 
had recently complained about the state 
of paving areas in the precinct. 

She added: “There have been some 
people, in particular elderly ladies, who 
have tripped up out there because there 
are some uneven surfaces.” 

The Cloisters is managed by Dexter 
Brown, a company based in Milton 
Keynes and the letting agency is Bidwells. 

Richard Lee, a surveyor at Dexter 
Brown, said they had received no formal 
complaints about the state of The 
Cloisters. 

He said: “We regularly inspect it to 
check for areas in need of repair. We have 
found no damaged areas and have 
received no complaints. 

“If we do receive complaints we would 
send someone down there immediately to 
inspect the damage.” 


Fight in prison cell was over drugs, court told 


A FORMER St Ives taxi driver 
who died after a prison beating 
had been involved in a scuffle 
over drugs shortly before he 
died, a court heard at the start 
of the defence case. 

Brian Haynes, 23, died in his 
cell at HMP Peterborough after 
suffering a heart attack caused 
by blunt force injury to his head 
and face. 

Five prisoners are standing 
trial at Norwich Crown Court 
accused of manslaughter on 
September 11 last year. 


The court has heard how 
Dale Maddison, from Ely, all¬ 
egedly faked an epileptic fit to 
attract the attention of guards. 

With the decoy system in 
place, 7ft 3in Gary Stretch acted 
as ‘look-out’ while his accomp¬ 
lices administered a vicious 
beating to Haynes in his cell.

Maddison, 43, of Deacons 
Lane, Ely; Sammy Lindsay, 22, 
of Stamford; Sebastian Waller, 
26, of Morland Court, 


Peterborough; and Gary 
Stretch, 43, of Badgeney Road, 
March, deny the offence. 

A sixth prisoner, Paul lefford, 
24, of Wellington Street, Peter¬ 
borough, has admitted man¬ 
slaughter. 

As the defence case started, 
Farrington told the court he 
had seen lefford exchange 
blows with Mr Haynes in a row 
over drugs shortly before 
Haynes’ death. He said: “There 
was a problem about the size of 
the heroin packets, lefford was 


complaining the packets were 
too small. 

“Mr Haynes got angry with 
lefford. There was an argument 
between them and Brian hit 
lefford in the face and lefford 
hit him back.” 

He then claimed one of the 
others became involved. Farr¬ 
ington claimed that when he 
left the cell, Mr Haynes was 
alright. 

He added that when they 
went back to look for things to 
take, Mr Haynes was slumped 


behind the door. 

The jury was earlier played 
CCTV which showed prison 
officers appearing to be dis¬ 
tracted by an event and a few 
seconds later lefford leading 
Waller, Lindsay and Farrington 
into the cell with Stretch out¬ 
side. 

Haynes was jailed for four 
years for causing grievous 
bodily harm and drug dealing 
after attacking a stranger in 
Cambridge with a baseball bat. 

The case continues. 
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‘Inconvenient’ 
loos problem 

ELY Cathedral has been criticised by a 
government body - for its lack of loos. 

English Heritage says a lack of toilet 
facilities at the medieval building is 
causing “real inconvenience” for visitors. 

The criticism comes after a study into 
the state of the country’s cathedrals was 
carried out by the non-departmental 
government public body. 

The report said: “Ely Cathedral is 
popular both as a tourist attraction and 
as avenue for concerts and events. 

“However, a lack of toilet facilities 
available when public events are held has 
caused real inconvenience for visitors. 

“The construction of the new Pro¬ 
cessional Way, making the 14th-century 
Lady Chapel accessible from the north 
side of the choir, also provided a discreet 
opportunity to install new toilet facilities. 

“The Processional Way, costing 
£750,000 is the first structural addition to 
the cathedral since the reformation and 
uses the original course of the passage, 
which was excavated by the cathedral’s 
archaeologist. 

“The report highlights the enhanced 
potential of both integrating the great 
Lady Chapel more fully into the liturgy 
and providing much-needed visitor 
facilities.” 

Lesley Ann Thompson, marketing 
manager at the cathedral, was shocked at 
the report’s comments. 

She told the Weekly News : “We have 
plenty of toilets all over the place so it 
may just be a case of people not knowing 
where they all are.” 

But the cathedral also earned praise for 
undertaking “striking projects” and 
renovation work. 

Mrs Thompson added: “We could not 
have sustained the level of repair of the 
fabric without the generous funding of 
English Heritage over the last 10 years. 

“The future of Ely Cathedral is highly 
dependent on this level of donation since 
the maintenance and repair is ongoing.”

Pub crawl ended 
In horrific smash 


A DRUNK driver who crashed his 
friend's BMW - leaving one of the 
passengers with “horrific” leg 
injuries - has been spared jail. 

Aaron Collins, 22, had been on a pub 
crawl with two friends, Christopher Maltby 
and Kieran Granger, before he decided to 
get behind the wheel. 

Downing a mixture of beer and vodka, 
none of them stayed sober enough to drive 
Mr Maltby’s vehicle legally on the evening 
of March 15. The horror smash happened 
after Collins took the wheel, insisting he 
was the most sober of the three. 

fonathan Seely, prosecuting, explained 
that the BMW belonged to Mr Maltby and 
said: “The accident happened at around 
10.45pm after the three of them had 
attended a number of public houses. 

“Mr Collins decided he was the most 
sober of the three so took the keys. 

“The group started off in The Three 
Kings, in Haddenham, and then drove to St 
Ives before returning to the village. They 
had also been drinking in Soham. 

“Mr Collins was driving through Wilb- 
urton when he swerved to the right-hand 
side and hit a concrete bollard. The car 
then flipped over.

“He and Mr Granger managed to escape 
from the vehicle through the smashed win¬ 
dows but Mr Maltby, the front seat pass¬ 
enger, was trapped. 

“A lady who lived nearby heard the 
smash from her home and came out to 
help. She found them trying to pull Mr 
Maltby out of the car and they told her not 
to call the police or ambulance. 

“But the woman told them they were 
doing more damage by trying to get him 
out of the car themselves and she called 
999. 

“Mr Collins then started to walk home to 
get help, which is when police caught up 
with him.” 

Collins, of Newtown Road, Haddenham, 
was breath-tested, giving a reading of 51 
micrograms of alcohol in 100 millilitres of 
breath. The legal limit is 35 micrograms. 

Collins and Mr Granger suffered minor 
injuries, but Mr Maltby suffered serious 
injuries, including a fractured femur and 
tibia, and required extensive surgery. 

Mr Seely said: “The last we heard was 
that Mr Maltby was going to have his leg 
amputated.” 


Collins was originally charged with 
dangerous driving, to which he pleaded 
not guilty, but the charge was amended to 
careless driving, which he admitted. 

He also admitted drink-driving, driving 
with no insurance and failing to stop at the 
scene of an accident. 

Philip Farr, mitigating, said: “It is clear 
that this is a very serious case where 
horrific injuries were caused, but this was a 
one-off appalling error of judgment and 
my client has genuine remorse. 

“He knows he should have never got 
behind the wheel but the reason he swer¬ 
ved was because an animal ran across the 
road in front of them.” 

Judge Jonathan Haworth, at Cambridge 
Crown Court, sentenced Collins to a 12- 
month community order with 240 hours of 
unpaid work in the community. 

He was also banned from the road for 18 
months, fined £250, ordered to pay £200 
costs and a £15 victim surcharge. 

Judge Haworth told Collins: “It is rem¬ 
arkable that three young men went out on 
a pub crawl with a car and not one of you 
decided to lay off the drink. When you took 
over the steering wheel, the consequences 
were a dreadful accident.” 


Cyclist hurt in collision 


A CYCLIST was rushed to 
Addenbrooke’s Hospital in 
Cambridge after being knoc¬ 
ked off his bike. 

The 32-year-old man was in 
collision with a white Vauxhall 
van just after 4.30pm on Mon¬ 
day. 

Emergency services and 
police were called to the acci¬ 
dent on the A142, Witchford 
Road, near Ely. 

The man suffered minor 
injuries and was taken to 


hospital by land ambulance. 

The van driver was uninjur¬ 
ed in the collision. 

A spokeswoman for the East 
of England Ambulance Service 
said: “The man was conscious 
and breathing when we arrived 
and was alert. 

“He was given treatment at 
the scene and was then taken 
through to Addenbrooke’s." 

Police confirmed they were 
called to the scene at 4.35pm.

Social housing crisis 
on the way, warns MP 


HOMES in the Ely area are bec¬ 
oming less affordable despite an 
increase in need for housing, an 
MP has warned. 

Malcolm Moss, MP for North East 
Cambridgeshire, believes that while the 
demand for affordable housing in the 
district has sharply increased during the 
recession, the supply of new homes has 
fallen. 

This has resulted in house prices 
soaring in recent years, he says. 

According to figures from the National 
Housing Federation, the average home 
in North East Cambridgeshire now costs 
£157,764 compared with £56,190 in 1998. 

That is an increase of 181 per cent. 

At the same time, local people are no 
more able to afford a home than they 
were 10 years ago, with average earnings 
in North East Cambridgeshire reaching 
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only £17,976 per year. 

This means that average local house 
prices are now 8.8 times the average 
salary. 

With most mortgage-lenders only 
offering mortgages of three times the 
annual salary, many first-time buyers 
will find that they are unable to get onto 
the property ladder. 

The figure for the whole of the Eastern 
region is even higher, with house prices a 
staggering 10.8 times the average salary. 

According to the National Housing 
Federation, more than 250,000 house¬ 
holds are expected to move across the 
country each year until 2026, adding 
further to housing demand. 

Five million people could be on 


housing waiting lists by 2010. 

Mr Moss said: “I am very concerned at 
how house prices are sky-rocketing 
without people being any more able to 
afford to buy a home. 

“This is a worrying trend and we will 
see a huge increase in the number of 
people on the waiting list for social 
housing in just a few years. 

“I have already felt a considerable 
increase in the number of constituents 
contacting me with housing concerns. 

“We need a massive boost to social 
housing just to cope with the rising 
number of people on waiting lists and I 
will be calling on the Government to 
provide additional funding for more 
social housing across the board. 

“Local people must be able to afford a 
roof over their heads, and the situation 
we’re in with ever-increasing house 
prices is simply unsustainable.”

The terrifying assault 
happened in Paddock 
Street, when two men 
ambushed the 85-year- 
old on a footpath. 

One of the thugs sear¬ 
ched the woman’s coat 
pockets and the other 
kept watch along the 
path. 

After finding nothing in 
her pockets, the man 
punched her and they 
both ran away. 

The “nasty” incident 
happened on the path 
near to the duck pond at 
5.30pm on Thursday, 
November 26. 

The woman reported 
the incident to police the 
following Monday. 

Police are now appeal¬ 
ing for information to 
help catch the muggers. 

Patricia Baker, of Pratt 
Street, contacted the 
Weekly News after hearing 
about the “disgraceful” 
incident. 

The 82-year-old said: 
“Everyone in Soham’s 
talking about it as things 
like this rarely happen 
here. 

“For these men to pick 
on an 85-year-old woman 
is a disgrace. 

“Not only did they mug 
her but they punched her 
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when they found out she 
had nothing worth taking. 

“I hope the police find 
these men and give them 
what they deserve.” 

Another pensioner, 
who did not want to be 
named, said: “It is 
worrying to think things 
like this could happen in 
your town. 

“The victim must have 
been terrified.” 

DC Gary Loth, invest¬ 
igating, said: “We would 
like to hear from anyone 
who may have seen the 
robbery or these two men 
in the area at the time. 

“This was a nasty attack 
on a vulnerable woman 
and any information, no 
matter how small, could 
help to bring the offend¬ 
ers to justice.” 

The first man is des¬ 
cribed as aged around 20, 
6ft tall and of stocky 
build. He was wearing a 
dark long-sleeved hooded 
top, dark trousers and a 
dark scarf covering his 
face. 

The second man is des¬ 
cribed as aged around 16, 
5ft 2in tall and slim. He 
was wearing a dark hood¬ 
ed top and jeans.

Bird cruelty 
leads to pet 
ban for life 


A FARMER who left his pet parrots 
in filthy conditions without food or 
water has been given a lifetime 
ban from keeping animals. 

John Smith, 76, who was disqualified 
from owning horses for life in 2003, can 
never again be in charge of or own any 
animal or bird. 

The ban came after police and RSPCA 
officers raided the pensioner’s farm in 
Cophall Drove, Pymoor. 

They seized an African grey parrot, a red- 
fronted Amazon and a princess parakeet 
after finding them living in filthy, faeces- 
ridden cages. 

The birds were also left with no food or 
water. One of them could not be saved and 
had to be put down. 

Smith, who only has one arm, was 
charged with causing unnecessary suff¬ 
ering to the parrots and failing to ensure 
their welfare. 

He was due to stand trial at Ely Magi¬ 
strates’ Court last Thursday but pleaded 
guilty at the last minute. 

Laura Mardell, prosecuting, said: “The 
princess parakeet was in a cage with no 
perch to stand on and it was staggering 
around on the floor of the cage. The cage 
was dirty with faeces and leftover seeds, 
and the bird appeared to be in a dis¬ 
orientated state.” 

She added: “There was an African grey 
parrot in a filthy cage with large piles of 
faeces on the perch and piles around two 
inches deep on the floor. 

"It was clear it had not been cleaned out 
for some time as there were shoots growing 
from discarded seeds that were around 
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7cm tall. 

“The red-fronted Amazon’s cage was not 
as dirty but still had a huge amount of 
discarded food and seed shells, and its food 
and water bowls were all overturned.” 

The birds were examined by a vet, who 
confirmed the African grey was showing 
signs of “abnormal health” and should 
have been taken to a vet. 

The red-fronted Amazon was given the 
all-clear but the princess parakeet had to 
be put down. 

Richard Milson, mitigating, said: “Mr 
Smith is 76 years old and has kept birds 
since a child. 

“He is a bird fancier who keeps canaries 
and parrots as a hobby and he has even 
won awards with them. 

“There are also chickens and dogs on the 
premises which the RSPCA found no 
problems with. He did clean these cages on 
a fairly regular basis but birds’ faeces do 
build up quickly.” 

Mary Rone, presiding magistrate, 
ordered Smith to get rid of all animals on 
the farm, including his dogs and chickens, 
by January 4. 

He was also banned from keeping 
animals for life, fined £250 and ordered to 
pay the vet’s bills of £394. 

Speaking afterwards, RSPCA inspector 
Richard Lythgoe, who took part in the raid 
on Smith’s home, said: “All animals must 
have access to clean water, an adequate 
diet, have clean accommodation and be 
able to exhibit their normal behaviour.”

“We have such a big part of our 
lives missing in Samantha but 
when the sun shines there will 
be an extra ray shining down on 
us.” 

Samantha, who had a passion 
for horses, was in her third year 
at college, where she was taking 
a health and social care course 
alongside an AS-level in soc¬ 
iology. She hoped to become a 
nurse.

Switched-on to festive spirit 


LITTLEPORT is now sparkling 
with festive lights. 

The village’s Christmas 
lights display was switched 
on last Friday, bringing plenty 
of yuletide cheer to the 
streets. 

As ever, the Rotary Club 
organised its annual street 


fair, which saw hordes of 
people taking advantage of a 
wide range of charity stalls. 

Many shops also opened 
late for the festive event. 

Children were also able to 
meet Father Christmas when 
he visited the YPL Centre in 
the evening. 


A Littleport Parish Council 
spokeswoman said: “The 
lights look as good as ever 
and the streets look really 
pretty. 

“The Rotary Club does 
such a brilliant job with 
organising everything, and it 
was a great success.” 


ALLOTMENT holders in Littleport 
are being warned to be on their 
guard. 

Thieves and vandals are targeting the 
allotments on Back Lane, at the rear of 
Station Road. In the last few weeks, sheds 
have been raided and machinery stolen. 

Now Littleport Parish Council is trying to 
stop the problem and has met police officers 
to get advice. 

A parish council spokeswoman said: 
“Vandalism and thefts from allotments has 
been an issue for years but things seem to be 
getting worse. 

“Quite a few allotment holders have had 
their sheds broken into. In some cases, 
machinery has been taken from inside but 
others have just had their stuff moved 
around. 

“Produce has also been stolen so it seems 
like the allotments are being targeted.” 

The parish council has been given 
information leaflets from police to hand out 
to residents. 

The council has also considered fencing 
off the whole area and putting up security 
gates at the allotment’s main entrance. 

But the spokeswoman said: “There really 
is very little we can do. 

“The allotments are on a six-acre plot so to 
fence it off is not viable and it seems these 
people have the tools to cut through any 
piece of metal they want. 

“People need to be on their guard and 
keep everything as secure as they can.” 

Littleport has 48 allotments in total, many 
of which are sub-divided. 

A police spokeswoman said: “We would 
ask that people remain alert to the activities 
around the allotments and report any 
suspicious incidents to police. 

“People are advised to take security 
measures to prevent their property from 
being damaged or stolen, such as good 
quality locks.”

Minister gets fen 
tour with farmers 


FARMING Minister Jim 
Fitzpatrick visited the 
region last week to learn 
more about the import¬ 
ance of agriculture in the 
Fens. 

The minister visited organic 
farmer Simon Steel in Littleport 
and G’s Growers, which is just 
outside Ely and one of the larg¬ 
est fresh produce companies in 
Europe. 

He also met local National 
Farmers’ Union representatives 
to discuss issues facing farmers 
in the Fens, including how it can 
be protected for the future. 

NFU regional director Pamela 
Forbes said: “We showed the 
minister a real cross section of 
farm businesses in the Fens, all

of them producing fantastic 
quality produce and also taking 
care of the environment at the 
same time. 

“It gave him an insight into 
how critically important the 
Fens are in terms of food 
production and why they need 
to be protected from the risk of 
flooding.” 

The Fens contain around half 
of the most productive farmland 
in England, 

Mr Steel, a Cambridgeshire 
County Council farm tenant, 
farms 50 acres of organic vege¬ 
tables and salad crops, selling 
much of his produce at farmers’ 
markets. 


“This was an excellent opp¬ 
ortunity to talk to the minister 
about how important local food 
is becoming. 

“People are really interested in 
where their food comes from 
and they appreciate the fact they 
can talk to the person who grows 
it,” he said. 

At G’s Growers at Barway, Mr 
Fitzpatrick was taken on a tour 
of the farm with farm director 
Peter Sergeant. 

He was shown a field which 
G’s is flooding to control potato 
pests, instead of using pest¬ 
icides. 

Other issues under discussion 
included the need to ensure 
seasonal workers can still come 
to Britain, without whom many 
crops would not be harvested.

Rain fails to dampen revellers’ festive spirit 


Disease 
procedures 
‘in place’ 

LESSONS have been learned by 
Addenbrooke’s following the 
death of a patient who cont¬ 
racted Legionnaire’s disease at 
the hospital, a coroner has said. 

Leukaemia sufferer Simon 
Tait, of Winfarthing Court, Ship 
Lane, Ely, was the first person to 
acquire the disease at the Cam¬ 
bridge hospital, where he died 
from pneumonia on March 25 
this year. 

Traces of the bug were later 
found in a bathroom used by 
Mr Tait, 42, prompting the 
hospital to undertake a review 
of its procedures for tackling 
the disease. 

Coroner David Morris this 
week said he was satisfied the 
hospital had addressed the 
threat of Legionnaire’s disease, 
which remains extremely rare 
in hospitals. 

Delivering a narrative verdict, 
Mr Morris said: “There was no 
want of concern on the part of 
the responsible clinicians and 
everything that might reason¬ 
ably have been done to over¬ 
come Mr Tait’s deteriorating 
condition appears to have been 
done. 

“I find no element of gross 
failure on the part of the hosp¬ 
ital or its staff. 

“I am satisfied that with the 
revised/improved systems now 
in place, every precaution has 
now been taken to minimise 
any future incidence, but 
complete elimination of risk is 
not possible.” 

Mr Morris ruled that Mr Tait’s 
death was caused by pneum¬ 
onia which was aggravated by 
Legionnaire’s disease, adding 
that Mr Tait was weakened by a 
recent bone marrow transplant. 

Addenbrooke’s has since re¬ 
placed shower fittings which 
may have harboured Legionella 
and has also tightened its 
procedures for preventing the 
disease following Mr Tait’s 
death. 

Three other rooms in the unit 
where Mr Tait was being treated 
were later found to have traces 
of the bug.

TRAVELLING showmen 
have been given the go- 
ahead to set up camp in 
Wilburton - much to the 
disappointment of the 
local community. 

Controversial plans to build 
six showman’s yards along 
Whitecross Road in the village 
have been approved. 

Despite opposition from local 
residents and South East Cam¬ 
bridgeshire MP Jim Paice, East 
Cambridgeshire District Coun¬ 
cil’s (ECDC) planning comm¬ 
ittee granted planning perm¬ 
ission with 11 votes to one last 
week. 

The scheme will see around 
three acres of uncultivated 
farmland along the road con¬ 
verted into yards, complete with 
mobile home pitches. 

Vehicle maintenance areas 
and storage buildings for fair¬ 
ground equipment will also be 
built. 

Local residents and Wilburton 
Parish Council had voiced con¬ 
cerns about the plans, citing

problems with poor vehicle 
access and that the road was 
unsuitable for large vehicles. 

A nearby resident, who did 
not want to be named, said: 
“These plans should have never 
been passed. It is not that we 
don’t want these people, it is that 
the site is 100 per cent unsuit¬ 
able and I think this will be 
proven in years to come.” 

Cllr Bill Hunt, who represents 
Wilburton at both a district and 
county level, was the only one to 
vote against the plans. 

He said: “This site is so unsuit¬ 
able for showmen’s yards. 

“Whitecross Road is a small 
single-track road which is not 
suitable for massive fairground 
rides and the committee’s dec¬ 
ision is disappointing. 

“I shall be watching this dev¬ 
elopment closely to make sure 
the access conditions laid down 
to the developers are met.” 

There were also worries about 
the loss of agricultural land and 


the risk of flooding. 

The plans were approved with 
the condition that the applic¬ 
ants, Brimble Lee and Partners, 
improve the access before any 
building work starts. 

MP Paice said: “I am pleased 
that at least the council has 
required passing places and 
improved access before devel¬ 
opment can start, but White- 
cross Road is still wholly unsuit¬ 
able for development. 

“If it was for conventional 
housing the application would 
be refused and I do not believe 
that showmen or travellers 
should get preferential treat¬ 
ment. 

“Although ECDC officers have 
done no work on allocating sites 
for show-people the same plan¬ 
ning rules should apply to them 
as to the rest of us.” 

The decision comes just 
weeks after plans to build two 
new traveller sites in Long Dol- 
ver Drove, Soham, were thrown 
out by the committee as the site 
was deemed “completely in¬ 
appropriate”. 


Yard raiders fail 
in trees theft bid 

WOULD-BE thieves nearly made 
off with some Christmas trees - 
but were disturbed. 

The attempted burglary happened 
in Twenty Pence Road, Wilburton. 
Unknown offenders cut through a 
chain link fence at the rear of the 
property and gained entry to the 
yard overnight on Monday, 
November 30.

It is believed the offenders were 
disturbed just before they hurled 
them over the fence.

THE future and the past collide with 
amusing results in the computer- 
animated comedy from debutant 
Spanish directors Jorge Blanco, Javier 
Abad and Marcos Martinez. 

Planet 51 unfolds on the titular world, 
far from our own, where little green 
men, women and children live in 
domestic bliss, which bears a spooky 
resemblance to 1950s white-picket- 
fence America. 

The Chordettes’ perky Lollipop plays 
on the jukebox of the local diner and 
kids crowd the cinema to watch the 
latest sci-fi epic about those nasty 
human invaders trying to destroy the 
resident alien communities. 

When a lone astronaut does touch 
down on the planet, he faces the 
same level of hostility levelled at 
Klaatu in The Day The Earth Stood 
Still. 

Screenwriter Joe Stillman has fun 
recreating the paranoia and fear of 
bygone America in an extra-terrestrial 
society, creating archetypes like a mad 
scientist and a warmonger general to 
stoke the tension. 


In a nice twist, the human is a 
narcissistic, dim-witted buffoon who 
didn’t even have to delicately navigate 
his craft down to the planet’s surface, 
he just hit the auto-pilot button. 
Gung-ho American astronaut Captain 
Charles ‘Chuck’ Baker (voiced by 
Johnson) touches down on Planet 51 
believing he will be the first being to 
ever set foot on this alien world. 
Instead, the human interloper 
discovers teenage budding 
astronomer Lem (Long), his friend 
Skiff (Scott), sassy next-door 
neighbour Neera (Biel) and a species 
that has been nurtured on a fear of 
men from the skies. 

Once his presence on the planet is 
known, General Grawl (Oldman) sets 
out to capture Chuck and deliver him 


to deranged Professor Kipple 
(Cleese), who incarcerates the 
astronaut in a subterranean base. 

Lem, Skiff and Neera launch a rescue 
mission with the help of Chuck’s robot 
companion Rover to help the human 
visitor avoid a grim fate as a 
permanent exhibit at the Alien 
Invaders Space Museum. 

The animation doesn’t challenge Pixar 
for sophistication, but it’s energetic, 
with solid vocal performances. 
Lessons about tolerance are laid on 
thick in between the set pieces, and 
Stillman ensures the violence remains 
cartoonish throughout, introducing the 
cute robot sidekick and slapstick for 
younger audiences. 

The nostalgic throwbacks to the 
1950s are purely for (grand)parents.

back on aspects of their 
motoring expenditure, it 
is concerning that 
scheduled services and 
tyre purchases are 
being deferred,” said 
Glass’s managing 
director Andy Carroll. 

“These are crucial for 
safety, and also have an 
impact on resale values. 

“Moreover, by 
delaying important 
checks and missing 
manufacturer-stated 
service intervals, 
motorists are putting 
warranty cover at risk,” 
he warns. 


Polo Is Car of the Year 


THE current eco-drive 
dictated that it was 
always going to be a 
small, super-green 
small vehicle, so 
congratulations to the 
Volkswagen Polo for 
walking away with the 
2010 Car of the Year 
award. 

And it should be no 
surprise to learn that its 
main contender - and 
eventual runner-up - was 
the Toyota iQ. 

Voting was close, as the 
Polo scored 347 points 
against 337 for Toyota’s city 
runabout iQ - with other 
hopefuls cantering home 
well behind those two. 

The Vauxhall Astra 
achieved 221 points from 
the European jury, which 
included six UK-based 
members. 

The other finalists were 
the Skoda Yeti (158 points), 
the Mercedes-Benz E- 
Class (155), the Peugeot 
3008 (144) and the Citroen 
C3 Picasso (113). 

Volkswagen’s winner 
only went on sale here in 
October, in five-door form, 


with the three-door 
version not due until the 
first weeks of 2010. 

It has already proved a 
big showroom draw - 
more than 8,000 orders 
have been taken, an 
incredible 86 per cent 
above the projected sales 
volume. The new year sees 
the arrival of the Blue- 
Motion model, which can 
return 83mpg on the 
combined cycle, while 
emitting just 90g/km of 
C02. Those figures make it 
one of the most efficient, 
eco-friendly cars on the 
market. 

Volkswagen last held a 
COTY title 17 years ago, 
when the third-generation 
Golf wowed the 59 award 
jurors, who are spread 
across 23 European 
countries. 

That year, it emerged the 
victor over the Opel Astra 
and Citroen ZX. 

Autocar magazine editor 
Steve Cropley, one of the 
UK jurors this year, 
confirmed that climate 
considerations counted 
strongly in the final vote- 
count.

“Small, economical cars 
were the best of this year’s 
crop,” he says. 

“The Polo is a very 
complete, very refined car 
which delivers all the 
consistent qualities VW has 
become so well-known for. 

“But the iQ did 
amazingly well, and it was 
nice to see good support 
for the Astra, whose 
maker, GM Europe, was 
victorious in 2009 with the 
Insignia executive car.” 

Volkswagen’s group 
chairman, Professor 
Martin Winterkorn, says 
the winning, fifth- 


generation Polo was 
designed to address 
customer expectations 
with even greater, 
uncompromising 
standards. 

“So we are naturally very 
pleased to see our efforts 
validated in this award,” 
he adds. 

When the three-door 
arrives in fanuary, it will 
have the same engine and 
trim level availability as 
five-door models. 

The trim levels work up 
through S, SE, Moda and 
then on to SEL, which is 
the luxury offering.

Plucky Priest wants 
to revive glory days 


LUKE Priest is a man on a 
mission to return to his former 
glories before his horror smash 
three years ago as he prepares for 
his first full campaign with 
Mildenhall. 

The 25 year old from 
Shrewsbury appeared in the Fen 
Tigers’ final four Premier League 
fixtures in 2008 and joined 
mid-season in late May this year, 
when he obtained a 7.23 average 
from 20 appearances.

“My first few meetings went 
well, then things levelled out a bit. 
Now I’ve got the experience and 
knowledge of my home circuit I 
will look to start the season as I 
mean to go on.” 

The severity of Priest’s injures, 
following his crash in fuly 2006, 
sent shockwaves across the 
speedway scene as he fought for 
his life. 

A shattered pelvis and serious 
internal injuries have now cleared, 
but he still has a metal plate in his 
left ankle to hold his tibia and 
fibula in place. 

He added: “I don't remember 
anything about the accident and 
to talk about it is not a big deal. 

“It was the first year Stoke had 
an air fence installed to improve 
safety, and, if it had been a normal 
fence, I wouldn’t have done any 
damage. 

“I still do the same things as I 
did before and I am trying my best 
to get back to where I used to 
be. I’ll be stripping the bikes down 
and have a few practices at Stoke 
before Christmas and then hit the 
ground running in the new year.”
